AN ACT in relation to the transmission of drug information

by the Internet.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The Cannabis Control Act is amended by adding

Sec. 5.3. Illegal transmission of cannabis information by

the Internet.
